As the result of no officials to enforce the liquor law the 
dealers in the ardent will have seven days to slock up their 
hiding places and invent new ones., It-was-stated in a press 
dispatch thai a single shiprrkiiftjf 3ooo gallons of liquor was 
made to the city-ihc day after Sheriff ScullyVdcalh. The en- 
forcement of the prohibition law in Maine has for many years 
been accomplished with varying success, and by many il lias 
been regarded in Ihc nature of a farce.

opinion, all one has to do,( be he or she a native of Maine or 
New Hampshire,-is lo visit the Boston & Maine railroad sla-

called dry stale. These shipments are nol made by freight or 
even fast freight. 
They are sent by the American Express 


Company on Ihe fast passenger trains and quite often a •train 
:is'delayed several minutes in order lo allow Ihe-liquor ship- 
ment lo be placed aboard. These shipments, while a daily oc- 
currence, arc particularly noticeable just before any stale holi- 
day.

mind a,s lo whether Ihe residents of Maine would not be bettei 
off lo adopl a license law and receive some revenue from the 
sale of liquor instead of maintaining blind pigs and bcnditling 
the express companies and a few individuals, as is Ihe case 
now. 
The money derived from licenses could be well applied 


lo the construction of some of the new stale mails that are 
contemplated by our neighboring slate. 


Weather ForecmtU. 


As for Ihe real possibilities of predicting weather conditions 


months ahead, Ihe greater pail of the public has its doubts, 
and with very good reason. There is no system for positively 
foretelling weather condilions more than a few days ahead, 
and the success of detailed predictions must be regarded as a 
coincidence. Indications of a cold or a mild winter arc' some- 
times found in nature, with Ihe aid of Ihe records of other 
years, but nature is secretive and far from reliable. The needs 
of vegetation have no more sway over Ihe supply of rain, hail 
and frost than has liic man who sits at the head of the govern- 
ment weather bureau by Ihe grace of President Wilson's ap- 
pointment,—Brockton Times.

church give sufficient motives for avoiding wrongdoing in thia matter. The 
sacrament of confession is the greater guardian of the child's parity. It ia 
the most powerful means of instruction in purity; it Is the most delicate, 
the most sacred.
